psychiatric -knowledge, is one of the worst. 
Th Mi d Freud, one of the great psychoanalysts, said of the 

e Min subconscious mind that it was a great reservoir, or 
anteroom. In it are crowded many excitations or impulses. These 
try to gain admittance to the reception room, or the conscious 
mind, which creates action. But at the doorway stand guards— 
fears, prejudices, childhood’s teachings, ignorance—all of which 
repress and prevent the consciousness from knowing what is~at 
the door. These are “repressions.” 

We don’t know what the mind is. 
powerful, fearful, wondrous. 

The mind can be temporarily upset. Women and some men, 
for example, go through a period of tension when they reach the 
age of 40 to 55, thereabouts. It may last a few weeks or three or 
four years. If understood, if treated, it can be controlled. 

Yet God knows how many pitiful cases there are in cities and 
in rural communities when some hard-working, long-suffering 
housewife is put away by an ignorant ordinary, a friendly doctor 
and a layman, who know nothing of the mind and of psychology 


We know it is mysterious, 


| or psychiatry. They usually are contemptuous of these studies. 


Old 


There are many such old people, called senile, who often 
are victims of bad diet and lack of vitamins. But they 
get to be a burden. The pious sons or daughters take papa or mama 
to the ordinary and a couple of friends as a lunacy committee, and 
they put poor papa or mama away, weeping a bit, accepting the 
condolences of neighbors, but not too upset about it. 

I would wager that almost any State hospital has a fifth of 
its patients who could be cured and kept at home—with some 
burden of care on the family—if it were not just easier for the 
family to put them away at State expense. 

These people are victims of a semi-Greek tragedy. The tragedy 
is the tragedy of man himself, and of ignorance of psychiatry. 

We all are caught in the toils of powerful, little-understood 
world forces and events. We can feel them pulling at us, tugging 
us, worrying us, frightening us, and we are not happy, because we 
don’t know how to meet them. We are swept along in a Greek 
tragedy of our own, and we won’t use the psychological and psy- 
chiatric lifesavers we possess.

MADRID—“If you plan to write anything about Spain,” an old Spanish hand said, gloomily, 


It isn’t the sun that drains it steadily out of 
you ... the eternal sun that has parched the 
land bone-white, dried the rivers, stilled the tur- 
bines and brought the nation to the brink of 
economic chaos. It is Spain itself that bewilders 
the visitor after a time, jars his preconceived 
notions and leaves him with insufficient substi- 
tutes for those beliefs. 


For instance, as I write these words, below 
me the torrents of sunshine illuminate the open- 
air restaurant of the plushy old Ritz. The spot- 
less tables are filled with the elect, and the ele 
gant waiters carry to the tables great riches in 
food and drink. A 10-piece orchestra softly plays 
“Just a Little Love, a Little Kiss.” All is serene. 


But the other day, on the pavement just 
beyond the chaste hedge and the soft music, 
a starving beggar, ragged and filthy beyond 
belief, limped along with his scarecrow wife 
and pathetic, diaperless baby. The man and 
woman held out their hands plaintively. The 
man was so stunned by the 25 peseta offer- 
ing that, as if wanting to offer something in 
return, he reached into his ragged pocket and 
brought out a tattered document—attesting 
that he and his wife and the baby were under 
free government care for syphilis.

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Too Much Emphasis on Unemployment? 


WASHINGTON—Too much ado is being made in some quarters over the rise in unemployment as 


shown by the latest Government figures. 


The increase in May over April was 273,000, bringing the 


total unemployed up to 3,289,000, according to the “Monthly Report on the Labor Force” by the 
United States Bureau of the Census. But the figures are a bit contradictory. For example, while 
the number of workers out of jobs increased: in May over April, the number of workers on 
jobs increased fn the same period—from 57,819,000 in April to 58,694,000 in May, representing a 


gain of 875,000. 


If we subtract the increase in unemployed listed in May from the number of addi- 


tional workers placed in the month the net gain in workers on the job is 602,000, which gives an 


entirely different story. 

The reason for the apparent contradiction is 
simple, as pointed out by ‘Government sources. 
It is that there were some 1,100,000 more people 
in the market for jobs in May than in the pre- 
vious month. They come mainly from the targe 
body of students teaving schools and colleges 
and now seeking employment, either on a tem- 
porary or a permanent basis. 


The important thing to bear in mind 
about the employment situation is that out 
of a total estimated “labor force” of some 
61,983,000, about 95 percent of them, or 
58,694,000, are actually employed. The small 
residue of them unemployed is described by 
economists as about the normal number of 
workers out of jobs that is to be expected in 
a total labor force of this size. That many 
ordinarily would be shifting about from one 
job to another. Incidentally, “labor force,” 
as used by the Census Bureau, means people 
with jobs or who are looking for them. 


Another thing to consider ‘is that the present 
number of employed compares most favorably 
with conditions this time a year ago, and 1948 
was the peak of the postwar boom. The figures 
for April and May of last year were 57,794,000 
and 58,660,000, respectively. In other words, 
even with the increase in unemployment we 
have had during recent months, there are still 
more people employed today than there were a 
year ago. 

The final thing to remember is thatthe num- 
ber of persons gainfully employed today is up- 
wards of 10,000,000 more than it was in the 
best prewar years. There certainly should not 
be anything in a situation of that kind for any- 

one to get alarmed about.

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World's Biggest Reform Awaits Action 


The world’s biggest business management reform is now awaiting action by the United States Con- 
gress. It consists of 18 sets of reports and proposals by the so-called Hoover Commission, more formally 
called the Commission on Organization of the Executive Branch of the Government. 

Former President Herbert Hoover is the Chairman of the 12-member Commission. The proposals 


took 16 months of work and study. 


They are the most important proposals since 
the Constitution was debated and adopted by 
those 55 delegates away back in 1787. 


They do not deal with the structure of the 
Government or with basic law. What they deal 
with is administration—with methods of man- 
agement. 


It is far the biggest management problem in 
the world. In the simple days when the Repub- 
lic was founded, the Government did few and 
simple things. It coined the money, delivered the 
mails, made war and peace. But nowadays the 
Government has its finger in a thousand pies. 
It collects taxes direct from the citizen by payroll 
deductions. It pegs the price of potatoes. It 
subsidizes air lines. It sets wages. It insures the 
mortgage on the citizen’s home. If he is sick, it 
checks the purity of the medicine he takes. Likely 
as not, it helps furnish the lunches his children 
eat at school. If he travels on a car, it may be 
on a Federal highway. If he goes by train, the 
Government has regulated the fare. If he stays 
at home and listens to his radio, why the Gov- 
ernment has regulated that, too. 


The Government machinery that does all 
those things is enormously cumbersome, creaky 
and complicated. The 18 sets of Hoover Com- 
mission proposals are meant to streamline and 
simplify it. 


There are particular bills before the Con- 
gress to accomplish particular parts of the 
streamlining. And there is a general bill em- 
powering the President to go ahead and do 
the job by executive order —cutting out 
duplications, transferring duties from one 
agency to another, combining agencies and 
so on. But any such order could be vetoed 
by a resolution in either house of Congress 
withing 60 days. 


This general bill has passed the House and is 
pending in the Senate. 


Now the Hoover Commission did not try to 
write its 18 sets of proposals without help. It 
called in a panel of experts on each particular 
department or group of agencies studied. 

These people, called a task force, did the 
spade work and wrote a detailed report. Then 
the Commission went to work, wrote a shorter 
report, approved or rejected’ the specific sug- 
gestions for more businesslike administration 
and submitted both versions of the report to 
Congress. 

These are crackerjack reports—much simpler 
and easier to read than most accounts of Govern- 
ment business. But there is so huge a number 
of Government agencies, handling such huge 
sums of money and performing so many kinds of 
public services, that several things have to be 
explained for the layman before he can get the 
idea of any particular report. Not that this stuff 
is hard to understand; there is just so much 
of it. 

The plain citizen of conservative Republican 
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views might have thought that a commission 
headed by Mr. Hoover would advise the Govern- 
ment to quit doing some of the things it has done: 
Pegging the price of those potatoes, controlling 
rents, helping farmers build tanks to water their 
cows, etc. Such is by no means the case. These 
reports are meant to show.cheaper and better 
ways of doing whatever the Congress decides 
ought to be done. The Commission deals with 
methods. Purpose is up to the Congress. 

Sometimes, of course, policy and method are 
so intermingled that it is impossible to separate 
them. Then the Commission advises on policy. 

As noted earlier, the principal bill this time 

"empowers the President to go ahead and do the 
streamlining himself—the Congress retaining a 
veto. But this itself is not new. Mr. Hoover, 
now heading the Commission, recommended the 
same idea when he was President in 1931. 

He got nowhere with it. 

Similar bills were voted later but their au- 
thority has naw expired. Some minor progress 
was made under Presidents Roasevelt and Tru- 
man. But there was an enormous spawning and 
proliferation of Government agencies during the 
war. They are bigger now and there are more 
of them and there is more confusion from their 
overlapping functions than ever before. 

Finally, to understand the scene where these 
agencies have so spawned and proliferated, the 
layman has to go back to something he may not 
have studied since his school days: An elemen- 
tary look at the United States Constitution. 


The American Government differs sharply | 


from one with a parliamentary structure, as in 
England. In England, the Prime Minister and the 
other members of the Cabinet are also members 
of Parliament. In effect, the executive branch 
of the Government is simply headed by an exec- 
utive committee from the legislative branch. 

There can hardly be much disagreement or 
confusion. If the legislative and the executive 
branches fall out, the executive branch is simply 
dispossessed and a new executive—meaning a 
cabinet—takes over. 


In the American system of separate pow- 
ers, with checks and balances, it is the Con- 
gress which votes the money for all the 
agencies doing the Government’s work. It is 
the Congress that decides, in Mr. Jefferson’s 
language, precisely which are the acts and 
things that the Government ought to do. 


The work may be done by so huge an organ- 
ization, headed by a cabinet member, as the 
Department of Agriculture. Or it may be done 
by some small regulatory agency. But in either 
case the money and the law that gives the direc- 
tions come from the Conress. 

But under the system of separate powers 
néarly all such agencies are considered as belong- 
ing to the executive branch of the Government. 
They are under the President. Directly or in- 
directly, they report to the President. 

And sometimes this causes confusion.

You Just Walk, Listen and Collect 


WASHINGTON—If you see me ambling slowly down the road with headphones clamped to my 
ears and a small black bag in my hand, don’t call the wagon. Like thousands of others this atomic Sum- 
mer, I’ll just be seeking fame and fortune afoot. Looking for atom chemicals, that is. Already I have 
my main piece of equipment, namely, a book, “Prospecting for Uranium,” published by the U. S. Atomic 
Energy Commission and the U. S. Geological Survey, price 30 cents per copy at the U. S. Govern- 


ment Printing Office. 

All I need now is a pair of comfortable shoes 
and a Geiger counter, which the book says can 
be bought, for $100 (in leatherette carrying case) 
and up, from any of 20 manufacturers, including 
one in Fairbanks, Alaska. 

When my earphones buzz, I’m in. All I’ve got 
to do now is recognize the uranium underfoot. 
This comes in many forms, including autunite, 
which is lemon-yellow, and pyrochloremicrolite, 
which is reddish brown. To make sure, I merely 
place a chunk of it on a roll of unexposed film 
for a couple of days. If the film is ruined, I’m 


rich. 


Uncle Samuel stands ready to pay me 
$3.50 per pound for uranium of standard 
quality, but he won’t buy it in less than 20 
short-ton lots. That’s $140,000, the way I fig- 
uré it, and worthy of a good, long, leisurely 
walk. If I get excited and trot too fast, ’m 
out of luck, because the Geiger counter won’t 
work. If I should stumble on a rich deposit 
in a new location, such as maybe Constitu- 
tion Avenue, Uncle will slip me $10,000. 


The prize offer does not apply to Colorado, 
where thousands of prospectors (mostly without 
books like mine) now are tramping the country- 
side buzzing out carnotite and roscoelite. 

This seems to be a new gold rush, with mod- 
ern improvements. All a fellow has to do is walk 
and listen for the buzz. No digging until he’s 
pretty certain he’s got pay dirt. 

My book is bound in brown flexible cloth for 


hard wear in the hip pocket, illustrated with pic- 
tures of ores for ready reference, and contains 
an invaluable chapter entitled, “Where to Look.” 
One of the best places, it says, is where uranium 
has been found before. If somebody else has 
staked out all the claims, then it suggests that I 
seek uranium in and around cobalt, silver, nickel, 
bismuth, copper and vanadium mines. The rich- 


est deposits are in pitchblende. 


The nearest pitchblende, unfortunately, is 
at Great Bear Lake, near the Arctic Circle in 
Canada. Another mine is a longer walk still, 
being at Katanga in the Belgian Congo. 
There’s a nice scattering of uranium in West- 
ern Czechoslovakia, the book says, but I sup- 
pose I'll have to leave that to the Russians. 
Uncle says, however, that he’s always inter- 
ested in buying ores from abroad. 


My book urges that I take good care of my 

Geiger counter. Don’t get it wet, don’t use it in 
freezing temperatures, and don’t overheat it. It 
adds, and the implications sound profitable to 
me: 
“Do not allow it to register radioactivity so 
rapidly that individual clicks cannot be distin- 
guished or that the meter hand swings off the 
dial. This is harmful to the counting mechan- 
ism.” 

That’s doubtless good advice, but I shall ignore 
it. When I find my uranium mountain and it 
wrecks my Geiger counter, it won’t matter much 
to me. I’ll be tired of wearing earphones, anyhow.

In the organization of our pres- 
ent-day rural South, the small 
self-sufficient communities are 
passing from the scene. The old 
plantation with sharecropper 
cabins scattered over the fields are 
giving way to mechanized farm- 
ing, carried on by a small force of 
skilled workers. 


THESE CHANGES are making 
the position of the small family 
sized and tenant farmer very in- 
secure. The tenant farm family is 
no longer needed on the mechan- 
ized plantations; the small inde 
pendent family farmer operates a 
unit too small for mechanization, 
and he does not have the capital 
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necessary to make the change-over 
from row cropping to pasture- 
livestock farming. Unfortunately 
the urban industrial center cannot 
absorb the tenant and small inde- 
pendent farmer as fast as they are 
being displaced by the change in 
our agricultural economy. Unless 
some serious planning is done for 
this segment of our population, it 
appears that the surplus farm la- 
bor from Southern farms will be 
caught between the squeeze of de- 
clining farm opportunities, and a 
retrenchment of the urban indus-

ago.” This was due to the mildest 
Winter deep south Georgia has 
ever seen, Brown stated. 


| Meanwhile, southwest Georgia 
farmers are pocketing thousands 
of dollars a day from the sale of 
tomatoes, pole beans, squash, cu- 
cumbers, green corn, okra and 
Irish potatoes. About 3,000 bush- 
els of tomatoes are being cleared 
from the State Farmers Market 
here daily and supplies of this 
vegetable are even heavier over at 
Pelham. That crop alone promises 
to gross south Georgia producers 
at least $2,000,000 this season, if 
weather conditions continue fairly 
normal during the next two weeks. 

The biggest of the truck crops— 
watermelons—will be rolling to 
market in volume before the end 
of next week, or fully two weeks 
‘earlier than first shipments 
‘usually are made. The crop is

Polio Ravages 
In ‘48 Worst 
Since 1916 


NEW YORK—(UP)—The epi- 
demic of infantile paralysis in the 
United States last year was the 
worst since 1916, with 27,894 new 


Starting with four cases in the 
southernmost part of Texas 
March, the crippling disease swept 
the Nation and wreaked its great- 
est human damage in California, 
Iowa, North Carolina and Texas. 

The annual report yesterday of 
the National Foundation for In- 
fantile Paralysis revealed that it 
spent $17,000,000 to fight polio 
during the year and drained its 
reserve funds severely. 

Most encouraging, the Founda- 
tion said in its eleventh annual 
report, were developments in the 
search for a vaccine to prevent 
infantile paralysis. Scientists have 
three distinct 
viruses capable of producing polio 
in humans, it said, and it is hoped 
that the exact number of such 
viruses will be known by 1951.
